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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is in response to Applicant's Election in response to the 
Election/Restriction requirement set forth in the October 29, 2007, filed on November 26, 
2007 with traverse. Non-elected claims 39-46 are withdrawn from further consideration. 



2. Applicant elected Group I, claims 1 and 3-13 with traverse, filed on November 26, 
2007. The applicant did not provide the ground(s) of the traversal. Thus, it is not found 
persuasive. Therefore, the requirement is still deem proper. 



3. Claims 1 and 3-13 are presented for examination for this office action (Non- 
elected claims 39-46 are withdrawn from further consideration). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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3. Claims 1 and 3-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Jou et al (U.S. Pub. No. 2003/0071814, hereinafter, "Jou"). 

With respect to claim 1 , Jou teaches receiving operating and financial data for a 
business (page 1, sections 0001-0009); processing the data to generate business 
metrics (page 1, section 0007, page 2, section 0011, page 2, sections 0022-0028); 
comparing the business metrics to pre-defined parameters (fig. 2a-fig. 3, page 4, 
sections 0036-0055); and displaying a status of the business metrics using plurality of 
gauges for visually indicating a status of a respective business metric (fig. 2a-fig. 3, 
page 3, section 0027, page 4, sections 0036-0055). 

With respect to claim 3, Jou teaches displaying at least one gauge which visually 
indicates the position of a switch between an "ON" position and an "OFF" position (page 
2, section 0015, page 5, section 0043). 

With respect to claim 4, Jou teaches displaying business data associated with 
each business metric (fig. 2a-fig. 3, page 3, section 0027, page 4, sections 0036-0055). 

With respect to claim 5, Jou teaches linking business data used in determining a 
status of each respective metric to each business metric (fig. 2a-fig. 3, page 3, section 
0027, page 4, sections 0036-0055). 
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With respect to claim 6, Jou teaches displaying inking business data to each 
respective visual display (fig. 2a-fig. 3, page 3, section 0027, page 4, sections 0036- 
0055). 

With respect to claim 7, Jou teaches displaying at least one gauge which visually 
indicates the position of a switch between an "ON" position and an "OFF" position (page 
2, section 0015, page 5, section 0043). 

With respect to claim 8, Jou teaches defining the pre-determined thresholds that 
trigger the notifications (col. 7, lines 49-67 to col. 8, lines 1-67). 

With respect to claim 9, Jou teaches defining which users receive the 
notifications when a pre-determined thresholds is satisfied (page 1, section 0007, page 
2, sections 0015, 0022-0024). 

With respect to claim 10, Jou teaches coupling a message center to the server 
(page 4, section 0034). 

With respect to claim 11, Jou teaches receiving user inquiries regarding the 
business metric associated with the message center (fig. 2a-fig. 3, page 3, section 0027, 
page 4, sections 0036-0055). 
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With respect to claim 12, Jou teaches receiving user input regarding the business 
metric associated with the message center (fig. 2a-fig. 3, page 3, section 0027, page 4, 
sections 0036-0055). 

With respect to claim 13, Jou teaches restricting access to the server system 
(page 4, section 0047).
